In other words, 
violators apprehended after that 
period will be arrested and charged 
with speeding. 

At the end of the first three 
weeks of this enforcement Patrol 
headquarters reported an appre- 
ciable reduction in violations and 
a general reduction in speed by 
motorists throughout the state. 
And each successive week of opera- 
tion of the meters has brought 
about a drastic reduction in the 
number of arrests. 

Only one complaint over his ar- 
rest has been reported to Patrol 
Headquarters by any offender 
since the-department announced its 
intention to enforce the speed laws 
of the state. “Most violators,” 
Commissioner Birdsong says, “ad- 
mit that they had sufficient warn- 
ing and blame only themselves for 
be caught. 

“We hope that Mississippigns 
and visitors to our state real- 
ize that the patrol is merely in- 
terested in reducing accidents, not 
in aresting or prosecuting persons 
without fair warning.” 

The Highway Patrol, it might be 
added, is paid through legislative 
appropriation and does not get any 
part of fines or assessments.
